Tho Directory of the Disloyal Prepared 
in 1866 for the Faithful. 


A little volume was shown te a Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter last evening with the remark 
that it was a political curiesity. The book 
bore the following significant title: 

A LIST 
DISLOYAL AND DISFRANCHISED 
_ PERSONS IN ST. LOUIS. 
Compiled from official Documents. 

St. Louis, Mo. Demecrat, 1866. 

The book was issued in un and was dis- 
tributed with creat care among a select few of 
the “truly loyal.“ It is probable that not one 
out of ahundred people whese names appear 
in it ever*knew of its existence. The greatest 
care,so the reporter was told, was taken in 
the cireulation and those fayored with a copy 
were cautioned against letting it be seen. 
There are eight thousand five hundred and 
nineteen names in the volume and against 
eachis an eutry. These entries vary and it is 
hard to say just what they were based on. 
For example: (ne mau is put down as simply 
“disjpyal,’’ another is a “sympathizer,” 
a third i an ‘‘assessed seces- 
sionist.” and so on through n 
dozen different designatiens. Perhaps the 
worst feature about this publication is that it 
was not issued until che cruel war was over. 
The purpose was to make political capital 
and maintain Republican supremacy by pre- 
serving a black fist ef all promiaent Demo- 
crats. To have been anything but a Republi- 
ean during the war was tobe “disloyal”? and 
hence the comprehen-iveness of the list. No- 
body doubts that ‘*politics makes strange bed- 
fellows.” It is a little odd, however, to see 
W. I.. Ewing put down as an “assessed sym- 
pathizer,” and to know that the 8 
candidate for Mayor onthe Republican ticket 
is W. L. Ewing, Jr. 

The political black list includes all the pro- 
fessions, the cloth having quite a number of 
representatives and the lawyers and doctors 
are plentifully scattered over the pages, 
Glaneing at random through the volume the 
reporter noticed the following entries of 
persons well known:

REVERSED. 


Suit of Walton vs. Hake Remanded by 
the Court of Appeals. 


The Court of Appeals this morning reversed 
the judgment and remanded the of 
Joseph Watton vs. William Hake. The plain- 
tiff was a director, stockholder and depositor 
in the Farmers’ and Traders’ Savings Institu- 


ise 


tion. The bank made an assignment for 
the benent of creditors in 1876 
and then it owed plaintiff $2,640.41 


The defendant Was at one time the owner of 
twenty shares of the par valne of $100 each, 
on Which he had actually paid ¥*1,000 or fifty 
cents on the dollar. The directors passed a 
resolution that the stock be purchased from 
| the.stockholders at tifty per cent at their op- 

tion, giving them full-paid certificates for the 
reinainder, provided that the stock had been 
paid up to 5) per cent or its equivalent. The 
defendant concluded not pay up the balance 
of his subscription, but to take full paid up 
stock for half the number of shares. The 
plaintiff elected, on the other hand, to retain 
the full number of his owm shares and 
to pay for them in full. If this resolution had 
been a proceeding: in conformity with the 
statute it would have been a valid release of 
the unpaid fifty per cent on the defendant’s 
subscription, and the plaintiff would have no 
case. Ii not done in conformity and the plaintiff 
Was a stranger to it he would be entitled to 
the judgment which the court below rendered, 
says the Appellate Court Judge Thompson. 
But he was privy to it and yet comes into 
court to ask that « transaction authorized by 
a hoard of directors, of which he was a mem- 
ber, be treated as a nullity; and that a 
shareholder who accepted the director’s pro- 
position with good faith is now asked to hand 
over $500 to one of those directors toward 
paying his debt in full. It is a gross breech 
of trust for directors to release shareholders 
from payment of their shares in full exeept in 
mn mapner authorized by law, for 
it is in effect to take this trust fund from the 
creditors and give it tothe shareholders. For 
such a breach of trust directors make them- 
selves liable to innocent creditors. If these 
directors had called in the amount unpaid on 


the shares and compelled its payment

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instead of releasing it, the in-olvency 
of the bank which followed so quickly on the 
heels of this transaction might not have hap- 
pened. It does not lie in the mouth ef any of 
these directors to¢laim that such a trausae- 
tion should be undone for his own benefit.
